water system was placed at $4,500,000. 
Their water rights and works are val- 
ued at $4,500,000. 
About $900.000 of the money raised by 


the sale of the bond issue mentioned has 
already been expended, and about $225,00( 
remains to pay for tho expense of exca- 
vating 120 miles of ditches throughout the 
district. Work on these ditches will be 
pushed without delay. 
As mentioned, 


however, water is to be supplied tho dis- 
trict in a few days, without waiting for 
the completion of the system of ditches.

boys that are enduring hardships of I 
which you have no idea. If you have 
any doubt of this go to San Francisco 
and see for youself. Without exegger- 
ation I can say. that'during the past 
•week I have seen .at the Presidio hard- 
ships equal to any I saw in the civil 
war. And what is more remarkable I 
have not -heard a. -word of complaint. 
The scenes that I have seen there would 
touch the heart of the hardest -hearted 
individual. The boys south of the Te- 
hachapl pass have come here -with sum- 
mer clothing and shoes unfit for this 
kind of "weather. There are also a 
goodly number of the boys that are 
sick. Just before I came over here I 
called on the surgeon of our regiment 
and learned that during the past forty- 
eight hours they had received applica- 
tions for treatment from 280 men out 
of a total of 1030. The surgeons said 
most o£ these cases were the result of 
exposure. 


"There are men now In the hospital 
that are -without proper nourishment. 
Whatever you do do it without delay, 
and your labors will be bestowed on 
as patriotic a band of men as -the 
world ever knew. Before war was de- 
clared the price was calculated and 
today our boys stand ready to lay down 
their lives to carry out the plans of our 
government. This is a righteous war 
and when it is ended any sailor may 
sleep in any part of 'the world knowing 
that he is as safe as though he was at 
home In his own bed. Hereafter the 
banner of the stars and stripes will 
command respect wherever it floats." 


"William R. Davis followed Chaplain 
Clark. "On an occasion of this kind," 
he said, "we should come out of the 
level of every day life, leave behind 
us for the time being the cares of prop- 
erty and thoughts of business, for wo 
are here to assist those who go to a i 
foreign shore not only to vindicate thn ! 
principle on which this government 
is founded, but my rights and your 
rights and the rights of all men, be 
their skins .black or white. 
"They go forth to show the -world 
that no power has a right to oppress a 
human being, -be it known -as slavery 
or otherwise. The time is here when na 
one in reach of the greyhounds of our 
navy shall unjustly shackle the hands 
of a human being." 
Mr. Davis eulogized the work of the 


ladles under the 'banner of the .Red 
Cross, and characterized it as the duty 
of every American citizen to help in 
that work as much as he could. 
Robert M. Fitzgerald said: "The call 


to arms that has awakened the flower 
of our nation is for a war to prevent 
war. They suffer to prevent suffering. 
This same call that has roused the cit- 
izen soldier has been heard by the wo- 
men of the land and side by side with 
the starry banner that we a-11 love so 
well will go forth to -the scene of battle 
the banner of the Red 'Cross, which 
Is the advance guard of every civil- 
ized "nation. The duty of those who 
march under It la to follow in the wake 
of war and relieve suffering. 


"The least that those of us who can 
not go to war can do Is to lend our 
financial assistance to alleviate the suf- 
fering of those who stand ready and 
willing to sacrifice .their lives on the 
altar of their country." 
The last speaker was William W. 
Friend, who said 
"I have but few 
words to say to you and that is go 
to work. Do your work so well that 
every soldier will go to war blessing 
the Red Cross Society and feeling so 
good and well prepared that he will 
go into battle forgetting there are such 
things as sickness and danger." 


Chairman Gray -'then made a few re- 
marks and the ushers passed through 
the audience taking tip subscriptions 
and receiving cash offerings. Nearly 
$500 was raised. 


When the announcement was made 
that $500 had been received Mrs. W. H. 
(Friend moved that $100 be placed in the 
hands of Chaplain Clark to be used by 
him as an emergency fund and spent 
in any way he might see fit. The mo- 
tion was unanimously carried, though 
before the money was turned over to 
the chaplain he was made a member of 
th Oakland Red Cross Society.

one's self is an opportunity open to all. 
Too much is our age fired by the eager 
passion to live ,in a marble mansion or 
cut a striking figure in the public eye, 
forgetting that the best forms of great- 
ness grow and ripen in secrecy.

. tlons. To sleep and wake, oat and drink 
toll and moll, grinding on In a ceaseless 
mill horse round of humdrum routine, la 
not the soul's destined end or aim. Life 
is something more than meat and ral 
snent, fashion and display. 
To possess 


millions and be unintelligent and snnppy. 
to outride the storm swept seas r.nd be 
unln'.prcHied by the sterner glory of na- 
ture, to face the amond splendors of 
morning- and be color blind to the cloud 
rack of crimson and. gold, to build great- 
er cities and become more sodden and 1m- 
bruted, Is not a flattering fact. What we 
all need Is not more wculth or knowledge 
bottcr position or greater renown, but a 
more symmetrical and luminous mind and 
heart. Net pork and cotton, coal and 
corn, petroleum and .gold, but science and 
philosophy, poetry and religion, are the 
priceless realities of life that enrich and 
exalt the blood of the world..

NEW YORK, May 16.—A dispatch to the 


"World from, London says: 


The Sunday papers are curiously silent 


on Mr. Chamberlain's remarkable pro- 
nouncement in favor of an Anglo-Ameri- 
can alliance. The Observer, the most in- 
fluential politically of them, however, ap- 
plauds Mr. Chamberlain's declaration on 
that point, whilo referring tho accom- 
plishment of his ideal to some remote con- 
tingency which has not yet arisen. The 
Observer says: "It is well understood in 
the United States that European inter- 
vention is not even discussed by the pow- 
ers just now because England will not 
tolerate it. 
The real crux will come 


when tho terms o£ peace are drafted. 
Then, if over, tho anti-American league, 
at which Count Goluchowskl hinted not 
long ago, will lift Its head. We doubt the 
substance of any such apparition, because 
the coercion of America is too big a bus- 
iness for practical politics, but the day 
that witnesses any serious combination 
against either the United States or Oreai 
Britain ought also r.o witness their con 
soltdatlon into an Anglo-American alli- 
ance. 


The World correspondent had a conver- 


sation with one of Mr. Chamberlain's 
most trusted followers, to whom Mr. 
Chamberlain had several 
weeks since 


opened his mind on the subject of an 
Anplo-Amerlcan understanding as well as 
on the general foreign policy of Great 
Britain. This politician stated: 
"Cham- 


herlaln has been for the pa.st year con 
vinced that Salisbury's foreign policy ii 
steadily and inevitably leading to the ruin 
of England's commercial supremacy, and 
he Is convinced that It is vital to the con- 
tinued commercial expansion both of Kn 
gland and tho United States that they 
should make common cause against Euro- 
pean combinations. 


"Besides that, he entertains a strong 


view that the French provocation in \Ves 
Africa should be accepted by Salisbury 
as a casus belli. England's supremacy 
on tho sea. would enable her, in his view, 
to seriously cripple, if not to destroy, 
Krench naval expansion for years, and he 
regards it as England's most imperative 
interest to weaken France so that Russia 
alcne would have to be dealt with in the 
far East. 
"England's interests and those of Amer- 


ca are Identical In that region, and 
Chamberlain regards their conblned ac 
ion there as the first step towards a real- 
nation of the Ansrlo-Saxon alliance. That 
s the underlying motive of his speech, 
lithough It was 
rr.ado under circum- 


stances which give it the appearance oC 
an attempt to oust Lord Salisbury from 
he Foreign Office."

months. Her commander, Lieutenant 
Francisco Pou, did not know that war 
had been declared, ana, had heard nth- 
ing on his way up about the battle of 
Manila. He steamed straight for Ca- 
vlte, expecting to find the whole Span- 
ish fleet anchored there. 


He1 arrived off Cavlte at 7 o'clock in 


the morning with the Spanish flag fly- 
ing and signals for the Admiral up. 


The Olympla opened fire. The Span- 


ish commander supposed the shots were 
for target practice, and turned to get 
out of range, but but continued on. 
The Boston and Raleigh joined the 
O'lympia, and 
shG'ts !were throwing 


spray over the Spanish vessel's deck 
when her commander t>ega.n to realize 
that it was no joke and pulled down 
his flair. 


He continued on, however, and the

The Spaniards have not yet recov- 


ered from the shock. They

their defeat by saying that they lacked 
target practice, that they had had ab- 
solutely no practice for the last two 
years.
